If the summary covering 
the entire county shows at least 
90% of the cattle owners in 
each township

signified 
their willingness to have their 
cattle tested on an area basis, 
the actual testing will be con­ 
ducted wrhen funds for indemni­ 
ty purposes are available.

The test is free of cost 
now'; it may not be a year from 
now. 
The amount of indemnity 
per animal will likely be reduced 
before 1925.

The most that can be se­ 
cured now from both Federal 
and State .sources for a grade 
animal is $65 and for registered 
animal $120. In addition to this 
amount, the owner receives the 
proceeds from the sale of the 
carcass, hide and off fall pro­ 
viding it passes inspection.

In Spite of Records of Insane Asylum, 
Alienist Gravely Asserts Slayer Is 
Not Insane.

Philadelphia, April 15—Tossing pot 
rabbits 30 or 40 feet into a snowbank, 
catching and biting them, at other 
times talking to them and calling them 
such names as “Tootsie” and “Tweed­ 
ledum” are favorite diversions of Harry 
K. Thaw at the State Hospital here, 
according to *evidence introduced here 
Monday at, the hearing on his latest 
fight, for freedom on the plea that he 
is sane. 
The ease of Stanford White’s slayer 
is being heard before Judge Monaghan 
and a jury in Common Pleas Court. 
The rabbit angle developed during the 
cross-examination of his star witness, 
! Dr. Charles K. Mills, noted alienist, 
who, however, contended Thaw' 5s aV 
i solutely san?. 
The revelation about Thaw and the 
rabbits came dramatically 
into the 
case. Dr. Mills had testified unequivo­ 
cally that Thawr was sane. 
“I never had considered h'm insane,” 
said the expert gravely. “He is not 
pursued by 
hallucinations 
or 
de­ 
lusions.” 
He pounded home the 
point 
for 
Thaw by emphasizing that Thaw was 
not mentally inefficient, but was a 
man of intellectual power and was 
ahead of many men. 
Record About Rabbits Read 
Then Arthur G. Dickson, chief coun- 
; sel for the Thaw 
estate, 
opposing 
Thaw’s release, read records, of the 
Pennsylvania Hospital for Mental and 
Nervous Diseases (Kirkbride’s), where 
Thaw has been confined since 1917, 
showing Thaw’s handling of the rab­ 
b is. 
It came during Dickson’* cross- 
I examination of Dr. Mills. 
“Did you hear,” the lawyer asked, 
“that Thaw' took an unusual interest 
in the rabbits, would 
play 
around 
them for two or three 
hours 
at a 
time, then grab them by their hind 
legs, swing them around 
his 
head 
several times, hurl them 40 feet into 
the snow and than laugh loudly, say­ 
ing, ‘PH not hurt them.’ ” 
j 
“Yes T heard something like that,” 
replied Dr. M'lls. 
Slapped Rabbits 
“Did you also hear that he would 
chase the rabbits with a long stick?” 
asked Mr. Dickson, “and become an­ 
noyed when he could not catch them ? 
And that finally when they returned 
to him, perched on a box to be fed, he 
would appear entirely satisfied.” 
“Yes said Dr. Mills, “ I also heard 
something of that.” 
“And did you learn from the records 
that on February 28, 1918, Thaw spoke 
of the approach of summer and how it 
would affect the rabbits and that on 
' that day he packed lip the rabbits and 
called them ‘Tweedledums* ami Toot­ 
sies’? Also that he placed the rabbits’ 
noses against his ear and asked them 
what they had to say? 
Also that he 
chased them and slapped them when 
they did not stop as quickly as he 
wanted them to ? ” 
“Yes, I know what the records con­ 
tain in a general way,” was Dr. Mills* 
reply. 
Also Bit Them, Says Report. 
“Did you know that on April 3, 1918, 
there was a notation, ‘He appears to 
be contented, especially w’ith his rab­ 
bits.

A canvass just completed by 
one of the largest states shows that 
crows pick out the eyes of young 
lambs and calves, besides doing other 
damage. 
At this filme of the year 
the nesting season for birds begins 
and, if they are to be protected from 
the erow’s ravages and allowed to 
raise their young, quick action on the 
part of sportsmen and farm ers is 
necessary. 
In many sections the dep­ 
redations of crows have been so seri­ 
ous that farm ers have bad to go to 
the expense of replanting crops. 
In one of the western states 
a 
census shows that there are from ten 
to fiffeen millions of crows and that 
it costs the people of that state a dol­ 
lar a head per year to feed them. 
Thirty-eight states of tho Union 
through their game 
protection au­ 
thorities and agricultural officials are 
back of their sportsmen and farmers 
in the fight against the crow. 
It is 
expected that through the efforts be­ 
ing made this year to lessen the num­ 
ber of crows millions of dollars worth 
of gam0 birds, poultry and crops will 
be saved. 
The nesting season for game and 
useful birds is now’ coming on and it 
is at this time that the crow beats 
through the field and wroods seeking 
out their nests and destroying their 
eggs and young. 
The crow is increasing in numbers 
in many parts of the country. 
He 
h u n ts all the time, like other killers, 
but he is especially destructive when 
the birds are nesting. 
Some species 
of crows have been known to wipe out 
whole colonies of game birds in cer­ 
tain localities.

SPRAYING OLD ORCHARD 
YIELDS 
BIG 
RETURNS 


State College, Pa.—The possibili­ 
ties of the old orchard as an income 
producer is brought out in the report 
issued by IL E. Hodgkiss, extension 
specialist in insect control work at the 
Pennsylvania State College. 


An eld orchard in Lawrence county 
containing 80 bearing trees has been 
yielding about 400 bushels of fruit for 
the past ten years. 
Only about half 
of these apples were really m arket­ 
able, the remainder being culls. 
The 
average annual income from the or­ 
chard has been about $250. 
Last year this orchard was sprayed 
under the supervision of the county 
agent and the college extension de­ 
partment. 
The trees yielded 
700 
bushels of apples, 505 of which were 
good, marketable fruit. 
The total 
income jwr.s $505 and the cost of 
spraying was only $152. 
This left 
the grower an income of $469. 
The 
old orchard yielded an income of $219 
above the average of the ten previous 
years.
